UKRAINIAN VILLAGE TO BE COUNTRY’S HOTTEST NEIGHBORHOOD IN 2016, ANALYSIS FINDS

Ukrainian Village is predicted to be not 
only Chicago’s hottest ’hood this year 
but also the country’s hottest ’hood, 
according to a new report from 
real estate brokerage firm Redfin. 

House hunters searching home listings 
on Redfin’s website are driving the rankings. 
The Hottest Neighborhoods of 2016 report 
ranked neighborhoods in 31 metropolitan ar- 
eas across the nation based on the growth in 
page views and favorites on Redfin.com and 
its app for the second half of the year, accord- 
ing the report, released Thursday 

“Ukrainian Village itself is tranquil, but 
bordered on all four sides by business and 
nightlife corridors. For someone who wants 
a single-family home while still enjoying city 
life, the location is ideal,” Redfin real estate 
agent Niko Voutsinas was quoted as saying in 
a Redfin news release. 

“Much of Ukrainian Village is landmarked, 
so you’ll find brick and stone housing built in 
the late 1800s, rather than the trendier (and 
more expensive) new construction condos 
nearby and on the neighborhood’s main thor- 
oughfares.” 

While Ukrainian Village is generating in- 
terest in its real estate, the neighborhood is 


home to places many Chicagoans check out 
whether they’re renters or homeowners, like 
Empty Bottle and Fatso’s Last Stand. 

Other neighborhoods in the Chicago area 
on Redfin’s list are the West Loop and East 
Village. 

For Chicagoans who think East Village is 
in New York, Chicago’s East Village neigh- 
borhood, also known as the East Ukrainian 
Village, is bounded by Division Street south 
to Chicago Avenue and Ashland Avenue west 
to Damen Avenue, an area many Chicagoans 
simply refer to as the community area of West 
Town. Popular restaurants Homestead on the 
Roof and The Winchester fit within those 
boundaries. 

“East Village offers many new construction 
opportunities, which appeals to many buy- 
ers. It’s in the heart of the nightlife corridors 
along Damen, Division, and Chicago Avenue. 
The transit is also very convenient, via the 
Blue Line,” Voutsinas said. 

Obviously, the West Loop has seen ex- 
plosive growth recently in housing and res- 
taurants, including a mix of upscale and ca- 
sual choices such as Bar Siena, Green Street 
Smoked Meats and Little Goat, to name a few. 

“The combination of hot restaurants and 
easy access to the Loop is appealing. The West 
Loop area has also established itself as a desired 
location for startups and tech companies,” 


The Top 10 hottest neighborhoods 

Real estate brokerage firm Redfin predicted this year’s hottest neighborhoods in the country 
based on page views and favorites on its website and app. Chicago’s Ukrainian Village was ranked 
No. 1 overall. The West Loop and East Village (aka East Ukrainian Village) also made the list but did 
not crack the Top 10. 



Voutsinas said. 

Redfin data show that homes for sale in 
those three neighborhoods don’t stay on the 
market for long. According to Redfin, the 
median sale price in 2015 was $472,000 for 
Ukrainian Village, $368,500 for the West 


Loop and $482,200 for East Village— all way 
above the $245,700 for Chicago proper. 

The neighborhoods are projected to see 
greater interest, sales and prices in 2016, the 
Redfin release stated.

Lakeview sober living facility faces legal battle

Residents who oppose a sober living facil- 
ity for young adults in recovery being built in 
Lakeview are taking the fight to court. 

Nine residents filed a complaint this week 
in Cook County Circuit Court against private 
behavioral health organization Rosecrance, 
the city and the Chicago Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, appealing the ruling made by the zoning 
board, which approved a special-use permit to 
allow the project to move forward. 

The zoning board approved the permit in 
October and issued its written ruling in De- 
cember, granting Rosecrance permission to 
house 30 young adults for up to 18 months in 
a building at Ashland and Waveland avenues 
despite objections from some residents. 

The complaint asks the court to find that 
the ruling was issued erroneously, in part be- 
cause neighbors say they didn’t have enough 
time to review the project and make their case 
that it didn’t belong in the neighborhood. 

Additionally, the plaintiffs want the court 
to reverse the zoning board’s approval, send 
the matter back to the board and direct them 
to deny the permit or have another hearing.

Opponents have said the recovery home 
would be incompatible with the neighbor- 
hood and would have an adverse effect on 
traffic and property values. They also said 


they feared it would result in increased crime. 

Residential units would be on three floors 
above a counseling center, which will provide 
outpatient substance abuse treatment. Rose- 
crance is moving forward to complete the 
building’s construction and open the counsel- 
ing center this spring, which is allowed under 
current zoning, according to Philip Eaton, 
chief executive officer of Rosecrance. 

“Considering the urgent need for more ser- 
vices to turn the tide on an epidemic of sub- 
stance abuse that has claimed so many young 
lives in Chicago, we were disappointed in the 
last-minute challenge filed Monday,” Eaton 
said in a statement. 

“Meanwhile, we are undeterred in our com- 
mitment to this project, which will change 
the lives of young people who seek a support- 
ive living environment as they continue their 
recovery” 

The city’s Department of Law spokesman 
declined to comment because the depart- 
ment has not yet received the complaint. 

The attorney for the plaintiffs could not be 
immediately reached for comment.

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TREATING THE PAIN 

BEARS LEGEND: MEDICAL MARIJUANA GOT ME OFF NARCOTIC PAIN PILLS

Former Super Bowl champion and 
Bears quarterback Jim McMahon says 
an unfairly demonized drug helped him 
recover from the pain of his football 
career: medical marijuana. 

McMahon attended Tuesday’s Bears re- 
union marking the 30th anniversary of their 
Super Bowl victory He was also featured in an 
ESPN “30 for 30” screening of a documentary 
about the team, which includes a focus on his 
health struggles. 

Now 56, McMahon has been plagued by 
debilitating health problems following his 
15-year career and multiple concussions in 
the NFL. He has been diagnosed with early- 
onset dementia and has severe headaches, 


depression, memory loss, and vision and 
speech problems. He also said he suffered a 
broken neck. 

As a result, he joined a pending class-action 
lawsuit accusing the NFL of negligence and 
misconduct in handling concussions. 

Since going public with his health issues, 
McMahon said he has recently been feeling 
significantly better after chiropractic neck 
adjustments to relieve pressure. 

But the key to getting off the prescription 
narcotic painkillers he took throughout his 
career, he said, was medical marijuana. 

McMahon got his medical marijuana card 
in Arizona, where he lives, after it was ap- 
proved by a voter referendum in 2010. Before 
that, he said, he’d been taking 100 Percocet 
pills a month for pain in his shoulders, neck 
and arms. 


“They were doing more harm than good,” 
he said. “This medical marijuana has been a 
godsend. It relieves me of the pain— or think- 
ing about it, anyway” 

On a typical day McMahon will smoke 
marijuana in the morning to help him get up, 
a little in the afternoon depending on how he 
feels and before bed, saying he couldn’t sleep 
without it. 

He prefers the indica strain for its higher 
content of THC, the part of the plant that 
gets users high. But he says he maintains a 
clear head without the “fuzziness” he got 
from pain pills. 

The former “punky QB” said he initially 
tried to get into the medical marijuana business 
but it didn’t work out. Though his interview 
was arranged through a representative from 
Cresco Labs, which grows and sells medical 


marijuana in Illinois, McMahon said he has no 
financial ties to the industry but went public to 
help other people who are suffering. 

His comments come as Gov Rauner con- 
siders whether to approve eight more medical 
conditions to add to the list of about 40 that 
qualify for medical marijuana here. A state ad- 
visory board recommended adding the new 
conditions, including pain that doesn’t re- 
spond to conventional treatment. 

The majority of patients in some other 
states that have legalized medical marijuana, 
like California and Colorado, qualify to use it 
to treat pain. But Illinois, which has perhaps 
the strictest law allowing medical marijuana 
in the nation, does not allow it for pain, as 
lawmakers have expressed concerns that the 
category is too broad and vague and would al- 
low for abuse.

Taking a stand 

Women in improv comedy detail a culture of sexual harassment, silence

At a bar one night after an improv class several years ago, performer Angie McMa- 
hon remembers socializing with a teacher who, without warning, crossed a line. 


“He shoved his face into my chest and bit 
the side of my breast in a very playful, cutesy 
aren’t-I-being-funny way 

“It wasn’t funny” 

Sexual harassment in Chicago’s improv com- 
edy community has, until now, been a problem 
kept under wraps, current and former perform- 
ers told the Tribune— discussed by women 
only in private among themselves. But that 
changed earlier this week when a Facebook 
post from Charna Halpern, founder and owner 
of iO Theater, opened a floodgate of impas- 
sioned responses. In them, women recounted 
unwanted sexual advances, inappropriate re- 
marks and a persistent fear of retaliation if they 
spoke up. The comments have prompted the 
community to re-examine the status quo and, 
in iO’s case, update its policies and move to of- 
fer more training. 

Halpern’s original post concerned an accu- 
sation that she “put off” a young woman who 
had purportedly called to complain about an 
incident of harassment. Halpern wrote that 
the “issue of sexual harassment is very impor- 
tant to me” but also said that the call never 
happened. A Facebook thread (which has since 
been deleted) was sparked by Halpern’s specu- 
lation that “there are times when there are 
women who just like to either cause trouble or 
get revenge or just want attention so they make 
up stories. ... It’s people like this who make it 
difficult when a woman really has a problem.” 

Pushback was immediate. “Perpetuating 


that narrative is what makes people dismiss 
women when they voice their experiences 
with harassment and abuse,” wrote Julia Weiss, 
who performs with one of Second City’s tour- 
ing companies and still occasionally takes the 
stage at iO. 

Chicago lays claim to a number of comedy 
theaters— institutions that are a pipeline to 
major career opportunities, with alumni that 
include Tina Fey, 

Stephen Colbert, 

Adam McKay and 
Amy Poehler — 
where there is con- 
siderable crossover 
between performers, 
and where women 
say they have en- 
countered problems. 

As Weiss wrote in 
her post: “The at- 
mosphere re: gen- 
der harassment ... in 
Chicago is a constant 
topic of conversation 
among women across 
generations in this community” 

The issue, Weiss and other performers said, 
is one of both casual sexism (in classes or re- 
hearsals, from instructors and fellow perform- 
ers) and unwanted sexual advances, often from 
men who are in positions of authority or who 
have influence over casting decisions. 


On Facebook, women detailed what this 
looks like. Belinda Wool (son is a former Chi- 
cago improviser now based in LA (who said she 
was inspired by this torrent of stories to begin 
work on a documentary about the subject). She 
detailed her experiences in Chicago between 
2010 and 2014 in a post of her own: 

“I’ve had directors ask me out on dates and, 
when I’ve said no, they have punished me by 
taking away parts ... some stopped talking to 
me completely I’ve had my ass grabbed, I’ve 
been kissed against my will, I’ve received ha- 
rassing text messages, and I’ve been sexualized 
on stage for ‘the sake of comedy 1 too many 
times to count.” 

In her Facebook 
post, Woolfson re- 
called a written as- 
sessment of her tal- 
ents: “I’ll never forget 
seeing an auditor’s 
notes that he acciden- 
tally left behind in the 
theater after an audi- 
tion. A friend found 
it and gave it to me. 
It read: ‘She was actu- 
ally really funny and 
I’d definitely {bleep] 
her, but she’s prob- 
ably a bitch, so I’m a 
nope.’ ” She added, “I always felt very alone in 
my experiences and I never really talked about 
it until now It actually was a big part of why I 
quit improv” 

Last year a number of actresses who work in 
Chicago’s storefront theater world began post- 
ing concerns on social media about sexual ha- 


rassment. Though the women ultimately chose 
not to speak to reporters on the record, an ad- 
vocacy organization called Not in Our House 
was formed in the wake of that discussion. 

Steps are being made to change the climate, 
Halpern said, adding that she was shocked to 
learn women in Chicago are experiencing ha- 
rassment and sexism. 

“The fact that Charna wasn’t aware that this 
is a constant experience of women in her the- 
ater and the community at large shows a really 
stunning disconnect,” Weiss said. 

“What I’m hearing now is that people were 
afraid to come to me,” Halpern said. ‘And that’s 
heartbreaking, because I’ve never been some- 
one who is inaccessible. But people see me as 
this big figure in the community and what I’m 
learning is that people thought if they came to 
me, saying they were victimized, I would have 
thrown them off an improv team, and that kills 
me. I would never punish someone for being 
victimized, and I want people to know that will 
not happen.” 

Halpern said she is meeting with a human 
resources company this week that “would be 
an independent party {to which students and 
performers can report concerns] and also to 
come in and do training to teachers and em- 
ployees and even performers, because you can 
be a high-level performer who even makes 
someone uncomfortable.” 

She said she is also making a formal policy 
banning dating between students and teachers. 

Earlier this week the Annoyance Theater 
sent an email to students and staff about a simi- 
lar policy

Social media conversation about sexual

grown into major businesses, the old laissez- 
faire ways are out of touch. 

And some say the policies that are in place 
now aren’t working. “There’s a little bit of 
fear on my end to say the specific institution 
because I don’t know what the repercussions 
are,” Victoria ElenaNones said, before describ- 
ing an experience in a writing class at Second 
City a little more than a year ago. 

“I feel like everybody is focusing on iO and 
Charna, but this happens at all the institu- 
tions,” she said. “This happened in a writing 
class for the Onion [through Second City’s 
Training Center]. It was all guys in the class ex- 
cept for me and another girl, who wasn’t there 
that day My white male teacher made a joke, 
that ‘I think I speak for all men when I say we 
want to be raped. I would have given anything 
to have been raped by my female teacher in 
high school.’ They all laughed and it just made 
me uncomfortable. The subtext I got was, men 
are OKbeing raped— it’s women who complain 
about it. So I raised my hand and addressed the 


situation head-on, and he sort of dismissed it 
and pushed back. I felt really uncomfortable 
and didn’t want to go back to class.” 

Nones, who would later create womenin 
comedy.org as a forum for female improvis- 
ers to share their stories, said she considered 
bringing the issue to the attention of Second 
City’s administration but was informed she 
would need to speak with someone whose role 
also involved artistic decisions. ‘And for me, 
as a performer, that doesn’t feel safe,” she said. 
“Because if he doesn’t agree, how does that 
bode for my reputation going forward?” 

Standards of conduct are addressed in the 
Second City Training Center handbook, such 
as “avoid engaging in conduct that rises to the 
level of abuse, such as targeted attacks directed 
at a particular individual” but also that “the 
Training Center does not endeavor to shield 
students from ideas and/or behavior that they 
may find unwelcome, disagreeable or even of- 
fensive; indeed, the free exchange of ideas be- 
tween students and their instructors)— even 
those that some may find objectionable— is 
vital to the creative process underlying great 
improv theater.” If a student does feel a teacher 
or classmate has “overstepped the bounds of 
what is acceptable even in an improv theater/ 
comedy setting, you may decline to participate 
and report the behavior to Kerry Sheehan, 
president of the Training Centers. 

Angie McMahon, who is also a faculty mem- 
ber at Second City and co-owner of Under the 
Gun Theater, recalled that when she started 
classes at Second City in 1999, “at that time, I’ll 
be honest, I was told by other female students 
in levels above me what teachers I should ex- 
pect will hit on me. ... All the women tried to 
protect each other. And I would turn around to

the people coming up behind me to ensure that 
information was shared. 

“It just became common knowledge which 
teachers at which schools were going to try to 
date you or shove their face in your chest. ...

Some men are acknowledging the problem, 
as well. 

“I saw teachers hitting on their students af- 
ter late iO shows,” improviser David Schwartz- 
baum wrote on Facebook. “I heard the jokes of

We’d joke about it, make a quick quip, deflect 
and move on. ... I’m sorry I should have spoken 
up or offered sincere help and not a quick inse- 
cure joke.” 

Peter Kim is a current member of the Second 


City e.t.c. ensemble and said when he moved to 
Chicago three years ago, “I immediately start- 
ed hearing those stories from women. As a gay 
man, I think women definitely feel more com- 
fortable sharing that kind of stuff with me.” 

Can a performer make a creative choice to 
play a terrible human being and get the right 
kind of laughs? 

“If you’re playing a sexist,” said Kim, “and 
you’re a good comedian or someone who 
knows what you’re doing, you’ll juxtapose that 
with a low status. Or, you should ‘lose’ in the 
scene. Because that’s the satirical point you’re 
trying to drive home. But a lot of time that 
doesn’t happen. And it’s young male improvis- 
ers who are doing these things. Veterans rarely 
do it because they understand it’s not funny 
and it’s more of a shock laugh than anything 
else. We don’t have to play sexists or men who 
beat women. These are sick twisted fantasies 
that get brushed off as artistic license.” 
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Ne-Yo, “Let Me Love 
You (Until You Learn To 
Love Yourself)’’ 

Sure, you could make an argument 
that Ne-Yo’s “Let Me Love You,” 
which is the best song off his 2012 
album, should run about a minute 
shorter than it does, but its chorus, 
which Sia wrote, is top-notch, as well 
as its infectious Euro-dance-flavored 
beat.

Visually stunning,

“The Finest Hours,” 
out Friday, is billed as 
the true story of “the 
most daring rescue 
mission in U.S. Coast 
Guard history,” in 
which a four-man 
crew ventured out 
into a very bad storm 
in a very small boat 
to rescue the crew of 
the sinking oil tanker 
the SS Pendleton. 

It’s also the story of the men aboard the 
Pendleton, who managed to keep their 
literally-torn-in-two ship afloat long enough 
to be rescued. 

And the story of Bernie Webber (Chris 
Pine), the heroic leader of the rescue mission, 
and his budding romance with his future wife. 

Overall, “The Finest Hours,” based on 
Casey Sherman and Michael J. Tougias’s book 
of the same name, tries to do too much in 
its just under two hours, with the end result 
being a movie that is intense and visually 
exciting but emotionally kind of flat. 

In bits and pieces, we learn all about Ber- 
nie: how he had earlier been on a rescue mis- 
sion that failed; how he doesn’t hesitate when 
assigned the risky Pendleton rescue; how he 
and Miriam (Holliday Grainger) fall in love 
and end up engaged after just three months. 

Almost everyone else, however, is disap- 
pointingly underdeveloped. The Pendleton 
crew is led by Ray Sybert (Casey Affleck), 
who has the smarts needed to maneuver the 
foundering ship and steps up to take charge 
after the captain is lost, but the other men 
are loosely drawn archetypes — the rebel, the 
cheerful cook, the wise older guy. The fact 
that 33 men are in peril is enough to give the 


rescue mission weight; sketching in their 
identities doesn’t add too much, and you 
almost wonder why the filmmakers bothered. 

“The Finest Hours” does successfully keep 
you on the edge of your seat, which, thank- 
fully, it doesn’t do by adding any unnecessary 
punches; when people die or get hurt, for 
example, you don’t see any gore. 

Instead, it crafts intensity with visuals that 
are ioo percent stunning. If you want to see 
this movie at all, you must see it in a theater, 
in all its big-screen 3-D glory so you can fully 
appreciate the wide shots of the raging sea 
and the disconcerting sight of a boat ripped 
cleanly in two, which takes your breath away 
the first time you see it and never gets any 
less powerful. The scene in which Bernie and 
his crew attempt to pass the Chatham Bar, 
an unpredictable and scary patch of ocean, 
could double as an advertisement for pro 
surfing, taking the camera into waves and 
under waves and even through the closing 
tunnel of a cresting wave. 

And though Carter Burwell’s beautiful 
score could fairly be called a little intrusive, 
just this once, that’s OK. There are no calm 
waters in the film, so if you’re not trained in 
reading waves, it might seem like everyone’s 
doomed the whole time, but you can look 
to the music for a narrative guide, growing 
intense when they’re in danger, calmer when 
you can breathe easy 

To reach its full emotional potential, “The 
Finest Hours” could have benefited from 
either tacking on an extra 20 minutes to 
develop each of its plotlines more fully or 
narrowing its focus and cutting a few of them 
out. But as it stands, it’s a perfectly good, ex- 
citing movie about what was unquestionably 
a heroic rescue, and that’s enough.
